Mint Expert Returns On Empress 


From Business Trip To 
Shanghai 


Clifford Hewitt, United States 
mint expert, who supervised the 
establishment of the’ Philippine 
mint and who recently signed a 
contract for a minimum of three 
years with the Chinese government 
to supervise the building of a mint 
and the installation of all machin- 
ery there, returned to Manila on 
the liner Empress of Russia, after 
a most enjoyable stay in Shanghai, 
where he conferred with the gov- 
ernment commissioners. Mr. Hewitt 
left Manila for Shanghai on Sep- 
tember 6. 

As his contract with the Philip- 
pine government was for one year 
only, Mr. Hewitt will sever his 
connections with the local mint 
and leave for China on the first 
available ship. ‘Two weeks ago, 
the U. 8. government sent a tele- 
gram to Mr. Hewitt asking his im- 
mediate return and instructing him 
to take the first available transpor- 
tation. A week after the receipt 
of the first cable, two cables were 
sent by A. N. Joyce; superintend- 
ent of the Philadelphia mint, say- 
ing that his assistance was impe- 
rative. Charles R. Crane, ambas- 
sador for China, requested the 
state department of Washington to 
grant Mr. Hewitt leave of absence 
for three years in China. 

|} Mr. Hewitt gave out the follow- 
jing statement on board yesterday: 
“The Chinese mint, when com- 
| pleted, will be one of the largest 
Jand finest in the world, Tt svill be.

couraging, but it will at least save your friend the heavy expenditure 
for transportation to New York, and the disappointment he would almost 
inevitably meet if he reached here.
